‘A comepy recontly enacted in the United 
States Consulate .at Shanghai throws a 
cutious light on the conditions prevailing at 
that cosmopolitan port. All the characters 
represented belonged to that Bohemiun 
clags more usuall” *: “idence in the 
récently settled Western Stutes of America 
than.in-the older communities of Europe or 
Asia! and the differences in the ordinary 
procedure of English and American Courts 
lent a tinge of variety to what would other- 
wise have been a merely sordid case. A 
lady, formerly 4 cative of the States, but 
recontly murried to a Russian subject, who 
did not, however, appear in the case, had 
been the victim of a robbery wherein goods 
and papers of considerable value had been 
abstracted, but the lady principally in- 
terested having, apparently from some 
praak not explained, thought fit after. the 
robbery to proceed to America’ without 
haying instructed anyone to appear for her,

the prosecution were the actual thief at the 
time undergoing a term of imprisonment 
for the crime, und the Inspector of the 
Detective Department of the Municipal 
Police, who was moreover acting as the 
actual prosecutor, while the defence had

engaged as their legul advisers two American 
Counsel, well-known in Shanghai, who in the 
words of the Consul General trying the case 
were prepared to use “every, legal techni-

tentions he added “ That in recognition of 
the sanction which the law gives to such 
procedure there bas been patisneea ond 
more or less’ resignation and submission® 
von to useless argument, to superfluous 
oratory, Lo Unnecessary and uncalled-for 
invective, and to unasked-for; advice ‘and 
mistaken definitions and conclusions aa tothe 
dutiesand authority of this Court.” The lady 
had been staying atthe Astor House Hotel, 
lately oll along, for one of the peculiarities 
of the case‘waa that her Russian husband 
‘does not appear to have taken any interost 
ever in her proceedings from first to 
last.” She hed a considerable’ amount of 
money ‘in her possession, and, apparently 
acting on the advice of hor friend went to 
the Hongkong Bank, and exc hanged it for 
adraft on the United Stites for aomething 
over thirteen thousand dollars gold. The 
draft was payable to herself, and one of the 
curious points in the case is that she 
finally seems to have gone to America) 
without taking slepe to stop psyment, or 
taking any farther notice ofthe affair. The 
wife of the man accused being asked as to 
the possible ronson suggested that she was a 
woman accustomed to act on impulse. 

‘The only direct evidence connecting the 
aecused ‘with the robbery was-the testimony 
of the former constable in. the’ British 
Conaulale on the Yangtsze, He had been 
tried and found guilty, largely on his own 
coufeasion,. iu the British Supreme Courts 
and sentenced to a term of imprisonment.

When he got there the 
accused and his wife commenced, according 
to the witnass, to talk over the lady's affairs, 
and told bin how she was coming to dine 
with them the following night, and gave 
him the number of’ her room and described 
a box which be could go aud take aud bring 
to them, describing the’ contents. It was 
not denied that the accused had spoken of 
the lady and her wealth, but it was explain- } 
ed that’ the_purport was to give the ex.eon. 
stable a high opinion of the friends with 
whom the. accused associated. At all 
evonts the ox-constable, however bo-knew | 
‘of it, did. that night go to. the Iady’s room, 
and steal the box. 

Acvording to the ex-constable he at once 
proceeded with the box to tho aceused’s 
house, and the latter proceeded to open the 
box, and took out some jewellery anda 
packet, which the accused’ said should be 
returned to the lady as. t contained some 
divorce papers.

not proceeded with, nor waa the Chinaman 
who had handed ‘bim the. packet, and who 
it was stated was at hand, produced, It 
did, ‘owever, turn out that the detective had 
tuk: the packet to the Hon ghkong Bank, 
whe it wan found to contain the original’ 
draft vs it had been handed to the lady and 
without any endorsement, aud therefore of 
no negctiable value. , With regard to the 
other contents of the ‘box consisting of 
valuable ‘jewellery, the_ex-constnble said

It was 
quite true that American Courts in America 
did exactly the same thing, but that was 
no matier,: the Arericai Consular Court 
bad been instituted to administer American 
Taw, and bad no right to take its pre 
cedents from modern American Courts, 
which it waa kaewn ignored the Common 
Law. In a British Court the presiding 
judge would, as a matter of course, at once 
have suspended the offending Connsel, 
tillat least he bad withdrawn his rémarka 
nnd apologised, But American practicéds 


-against—such—suinmary—methods,_and—the. 


Counsel was permitted to the’ best of his 


skill to argue out this natounding’ theory. 


Fortunately the Court was equal to‘ the 
occasion, and permitted Counsel to argue 
himself out, aud finally wound up by 
atatiog in the finding that although a freer 
hand had been given than was perhaps 
proper and permissible, as a reward it hopod 
that in the fature there would be a clearer 
understanding that American Courts under 
extra-terriforiality are to be guided by the 
same constitutional laws ay at home, 

The otber pleas being practical, 
uncorroborated testimony from a cut 
witncas could not be tuken as conelf 
and that there was no proof as tal 
identity and the ownership of the goods, the 
only person capable of proving thesa points 
being tlie lady who had left Shanghai -:with- 
out taking any eteps in the affuir, were. of 
course allowed without demar; and on 
thesa points the Court, after a due consider. 
ation of ‘the circumstances, dismissed the 
case, The whole case’ is, however, an in. 
structive instance of- the occasionally comic 
situations brought about by the conflict of 
jurisdictiona in a community where there 
are a8 many jurisdictions us there are 
nationalities. Shanghai, as the Court stated, 
is unique amongst the larger and more 
important communities of the world, “The 
contests of the Counsel with the Court were 
the least edifying portion of the entertain. 
ment, but they, it is noteworthy, were not 
brought about by the local conditions but 
were mer vulgar attempts to browbeat the 
Court in the person of the officiating judge. 
The flight of the lady most especially 
interested, too, immediately after she had 
reported the robbery, and without takin, 
any steps to lave her evidence taken, was 
bardly to be attributed to any special local 
cousiderations, Perhaps the want most in 


evidensa was that of a public prose: |: 


cutor, In the interests of good'iirder the 
Municipal Police to whow the rubbery had 
bean announced by the most interested 
party, the loser herself, rightly proceeded 
with the case, but they were bampered by 
having no professional prosecutor to repre- 
seut ‘the Municipality. in Court. The conse- 
quence was that the Counsel for the accused 
evidently looked upon the affair from begin- 
ning to cid. as a good joke, where they 
might fire off any namber of coarse jokes 
about detectives in youcral and those of 
Shanghai‘in particular. 

Considering the unusual circumstances, 
surrounding the entire case, the Court acted 
with marked moderation and ability Mut it 
is to. be hoped for the good reputatibn of 
Auvericans generally in China that Lhe crude 
attempta of the Counsel engaged for the 
defence to upset the foundations of law and 
order will be put an end to in some way, 
They have long made the American Conaular 
Court a laughing-stock by their burlesque
